They are, as 
U.S. subjects, easily admitted, anc 
find conditions better than, in the 
Commenting on this 
uspeet of the question, a Manila 
paper says: ' 

“The reason for the exodus of 
Hocano labourers to Hawaii anc 
to, the United States,” declared 
Director Hermenegildo Cruz of the 
bureau of labour, “are threefold. 
First,Jow wages and poor labour 
conditions in the Ilocos provinces ; 
second, the, desire to get rich; and 
third, the adventurous spirit.” 

Director Cruz recently returned 
from.an inspection trip of the. 
Nocanos provinces for the purpose 
of studying ‘the reasons for, the 
exodus of Hocano labourers’ to 


‘| Hawaii and America, - He inspect- 


ed Hocos Norte, Ilocos Sur, La 
Union, the Mountain Province, 
Bulacan and Pangasinan, 

According to Director Cruz, the 
lack of good working conditions 
and the low wages paid to the 
Inbourers' in the Hovos provinces, 
hence the desire of the labourers 
to earn as much as the Filipino 
labourers in Hawali and in the 
United States, who are sending 
money at the rate of P50,000 to 
Tlovos Norte and P35,000 to Hocos 
Sura month, are the chief reasons 
for the exodus. 


Young Men ‘Going. 


Direetor Cruz also reports that. 


most of the immigrants going to 
Hawaii and to the United States 
are from the younger generation. 
“This is because’ the Filipino 
youth, through the influence of the 
Xmeriean educational system, do 
not like to subject themselves to 
Jabour conditions in the Philip- 
pines and are unwilling to work 
with Pilipino ‘ hacenderos,” — cx- 
plained Mr. Cruz, ‘But they are 
willing to do similar worl in the 
United States because they are 
treated better by their American 
employers.” : 

. The movement now under way, 
led by the governors of the pro- 
vinces, to induve'the Tocanos to 
wo to Mindanao, may reduce the 
number of Ilocos going abroad, 
Mr, Cruz states, But ha intimated 
that .unless they find simflar 
opportunitics in Mindanao to.thoze 
found by Filipino labourers in 
Hawaii and America, “he Tocanos 
will prefer to go'abraad.

QUESTION OF GUILD’S 
“LEGALITY.

INTERESTING ARGUMENT. 


Before the Acting Chief Justice, 
Mx, J. R.. Wood, and the acting 
Puisne Judge, Mr. 2. Jacks, in the 
Full’ Court of Appeal at the 
Supreme this morning, the appeal 
of the local Kwong Yee Tong 
Guild; (Masons’ Guild) awainst a 
decision by the Acting. Chic? Jus- 
tice, when he found the Guild to 
be iMegal, was. heard. 

The ease arises out of an action 
brought in the Summary Court by 
six Chinese, who,.on ‘behalf of 
themselves und others interested, 
sned another Chinese far $219.92, 
as being money duc in subscrip- 
tions under the rules. Mr. I. FL. 


Loueby represented the Guild, and’ 


the defence was conducted by Mr. 
DPD. MacCallum, 

‘Mr. McCallum then agreed that 
certain rules were * illegal, und 
could not be separated from. the 
rest and that therefore the Guild 
was. illegal, and His Lordship had 
no jurisdiction, * 


His Lordship found that rule 
No. 6 was) illegal This rule 
is to the effect that con- 


uructs should not be taken on by 
members of the Guild or completed 
in the evelit of a dispute with the 
persons for whom the masons Were 
contracting, until such dispute was 
settled. His Lordship h¢ld that 
the rule was egal ‘on the grounds 
of restraint of trade, and could not. 
be separated from the rest, He 
held that the Guild was therefore 
illegal und he gave judgment for 
the defendant. —* 

Mr, Istdan Potter, K.C, instruct- 
ed by Ma FH. Loseby, appeared 
this morning for the appellants 
and argued that the rule was not 
illegal. ‘That if it was, it could 
be separated from the rest of the 
rules, and that therefore the Guild! 
was lawful, - , 

The respondent was not repre- 
sented, but attended in’ person. 


Established 40) Years. 


This morning Ma. Potter ‘said 
there were one or two minor facts 
which had really emerged from 
the evidence itsel!’, which he would 
like to mention,, The first’ was 
that the Guild had been in’ exis- 
tence for forty yemrs, and was re- 
gistered under the Ordinance of 
1911, " 

Mr. Justice’ Wood remarked that 
was one of Lhe points on which he 
was doubtful, ws’ there had been 
some re-vonstitution. 

. Mr. Poiter replied he did not 
know anything: about that, and he 
was only going on His Lordship’s 
notes, He understood that the old 
funds were still in the possession 
of the Guild. 

— Mr, dustice Wood :—| think ‘that 
is SO. + : P ‘ 

Mr; Potter continued that. the 
point he wished to make was that 
the Guild had been in tence 
for forty years, and was in faet 
recognised as a perfeetly lawful 
Society under the Ordinance of 
1911, which their Lordships knew 
had been repealed. 

He was instructed that the rules 
only came into force in 124, It 
seemed to him difficult to contend 
that the Guild could not, be car 
ried on in a perfectly lawful and 
proper mander, carrying out the 
functions for which it Was formed, 
whether they eliminated rule. six 
or any of the other rules, unless 
the Court found that it was found. 
ed for any object which was un- 
lawful, ; 

The case invalved points of very 
great interest to the . prblic, 
to lawyers, and the members. of 
the Guild themselves, 

Mr. Justice Wood remarked that 
in the. defendant's evidence: he 
had found that he had said he was 
issued with a membership card on 
September 12th, 1921, and added 
“T was'a member icf the old one.” 
His Lordship said that showed 
‘there was a re-constitution, and 
it was on. that date, he thousrht, 
wheh the Canton trouble arose... 

Mr. Potter replicd there must 
have been some change. The 
point he had ‘made with regard to 
that wag a very small one, because 


the mere fact that it was register: 
ed under the Ordinance did not 
prevent their Lordships from find- 
ings it illegal now, 


The Guild's Property. 


Continuing, Mr. Potter said the 
Guild possessed considerable pro- 
perty, and if the judgment of the 
court. below. was upheld, an in- 
teresting point would arise, as to 
what was t8‘happen to the proper- 
ty. No member could sue for an 
account of the property if the 
Guild was illegal, They would be 
powerless. . 

It seemed’ to him that the sonly 
result.in law would be that the 
property would be vested in, the 
names of. the people with whom 
it wasregistered, and that would 
be a most lamentablo result.. The 
man in whose name it was regia 
tered would be in the happy posi- 
tion of putting money from the 
property into his own pocket... The 
only restraint would be the phyel- 
cal restraint of ‘irate members, 


which might lend: to a‘brqach of". 


then they , 
Jaw, because’ they had ‘committed 


the pence. He, mentioned these| 
facts because he wishdéd to im- 
preas on thelr Lordships that they 
should’ be chary,in finding the 
Guild was illegal,“if it could fair- 
ly be said it was not illegal. 


Continuing, My, Potter said that 
the arguments’ he” was going to 
put forward were perhaps not en- 
lirely fresh, but he would. put 
them in a different way, anthasg a 
result he would submit that the 
judgement Of the Court below 
should be reversed. ; 


No Restraint, 


Their Lordships ‘would remem- 
ber that when hé applied for leave 
to appeal be intimated the course 
of his points as to the separability 
of Rule No. Six from the other, and 
nlgo reserved to himself to argue 
that Rule Six was not unlawful as 
meaning a restraint ‘of trade, 

Since that day he had consider: 
ed the matter very carefully, and 
usa result of that consideration 
he was bound to submit that fn 
fact Rule No, Six was not unlaw- 
ful-‘and did not mean a restraint 
of trade. He wopld submit that it 
was a perfectly lawful rule, and 
if their Lordships could say any- 
thing against him at all, he would 
submit yhat the worst they 
could say was that it was unen- 
forcible, and did, not affect the 
rest of the rules. : 


Mr. Potter added he would pro- 
duge authority on the question. 
which he would urge was Ip 
favour of” the rule, 

Dealing with the, rule in ques- 
tion, Mr. Potter continued 10 apoak 
of the word “illegal,” which he 
d suggested something criminal, 
which, however, there wis no 


of 


guch thing in the case under cone 


sideration. It¢was an amblyuous 
word, and they must be very care- 
ful how they used it. »Wheo the 
word wag used in such connexions, 
ns the" present case, it usually 
meant that they were nothing more 
than covenants which the hiv 
woul not enforee. 


No Trade Restraint. 


In contending that the rale did 
not mean a restraint of trade, Mr, 
Potter continued that any body cf 
men could refuse to work for ary 
particular person: if they thought 
fit not to do so. He added he was 
not asiing their Lordships to show 
any shade of judicial sanction 
for what hud occurred in the 
Colony during the period of 
the Jast two or three years, 
such as strikes, bechuse they 
had occurred under — circum- 
stances which no sane mn would 


deny resulted in breaches of con- 
tract whiclt were punishable.’ 

‘As the basis, of hig argument, 
however, he did gay by the haw 
of England any number of men 


could agree together not to work, 


for any: person, and that applied 
to every man who was ina position 


to sell his work, whether he be a 


mason or'a baryister. If, howexer, 
the members of any trade-liked to 
join together and ‘said they would 
not work for an indjvidual, and 
added to that agreement certain 
provisions that unless they carried 
out such decision they would be 
able to a penalty, or forfeit, cer- 
tain benefits, which would other 
wise be theirs under the agree: 
ment; ‘then they had an illegal 
restraint of trade, and aot until 
then, 


18 Years’ Experience. : 


Continuing with regard to the 
building owner and the contractor, 
Mr, Potter said that during his 18 
years’ experience in Hongkony he 
rud not had brought to his notice 
a single cage in which othe build- 
ing owner was placed at the mercy 
of an unreasonable or malicious 
contractar. That was his own 
experience.. The building owner, 
py virtue wf the provisions. of his 


ties to protect him. If the Court 
would «study building owners, 
here was ao necessity for’ them 
to waste sympathy upon ‘them, 
yecuuse they were protected in 
every acnse of the word, 


Non-Member Workers. 


’ Also there was other labour out- 
side that, Guild. . There was at 
least. one other Guild, and there 
might be thousands of masons’ in 
the Colony. who were not members 
of any Guild. : 

Mr. Justice Wood remerked he 
did not think, it right that Mr. 
Potter should say there were plenty 
of masons. ° 

Mr. Potter replied he ‘was try- 


‘ing to keep it as fair as he could. 


Mr, Justiee Wood added he was 
only anxious that Mr. Potter should 
not put his point too high. 

Continuing, Mr. Potter said he 
would «submit that a judge could 
not put such a construction on the 
tule in question, unless the object 
was to force the other side to come 
to terms. If without reasonable 


ccnuge,..the Guild did -prevent the 


building. owner. from completing 
his building, if it improperly in-

“The day I took your order I] 
took it at a loss, I am gambling 
on the wool market. It is about ]- 
my limit. If'you'cwme to me for 
a million yards f could not quote 
as. low a price. as I do for 
400,000 yards.” 

A number of questions were prt 
to Mr. Culling, the Admiralty 
Director, of Vietualling, about’ tho 
practice of making contracts with 
four sergeants: of marines to sup- 
ply uniforms in bulk. .

OBITUARY. 


MR. HENRY COCKBURN. 


Mr, Henry Cockburn, C.B., who 
died recently at Tring, had had a 
long and distinguished record of 
Government. service, which began 


in 1880, when he went to China 


ag a student interpreter. Aftor 
holding various Consular appolnt- 
ments in different parts of China 
he was, in 18938, appointed Assis- 
tant Chinese Secretary to the 
Legation at Peking. Three years 
Jater he became Chinese Secre- 
tary, and it was for the valuable 
services that he rendered in this 
capacity that he was shortly 
afterwards made a C.B. He was 
jn Peking during the siege of the 
Legations by the Boxers, and for 


his part in the defence - was 
awarded’ the Legation Defende 
Medal with clasp. In 1901 _ he 


aecompanied Sir James Mackay 
(now Lord Incheape) ag Assistant 
Commissioner on the Commission 
which conducted the important 
commercial negotiations «. with 
China in that year. He went in 
1905 ng H. M. Charge d’Affaires 
to Korea, where. he begame Consul. 
General) after the country came 
under the control of Japan. He 
retired in 1908, but during the war 
returned to Government service 
on the staff of the Censorship at 
Strand House. In 1922 he .was 
asked to act as representative of 
the Clearing Office in Hungary, 
a position which he occtpied for 
two years. : :

Prevents Peace With North, 


In view. of the announcement 
yesterday that the peace negotia- 
tions between Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek and Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang had broken down, it is in- 
teresting to record that, in the 
course of an interview in Peking 
with Japanese press representa- 
tives on Wednesday last, “Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Ankuoehun, stated 
emphatically that the campromise 
between the Northern faction and 
general Ohiang (Kai-shek was 
very far away from being effectel, 
pointing out that the Ankuochun 
authorities had discovered gur- 
prising relations which existed 
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between General Chiang [Kai-shek 
and the Soviet Government in the 
documentary evidence which was 
seized in the recent raid on the 
Sovict Embaasy premises, Marshal 
Chang added - that the evidence 
would be disclosed in a few days,

spoke:~~“General Chiang Kai-shek 
has clarified his attitude against 
the leaders of the Wu-han.

On 
Monday, about noon, we heard the 
first crack of rifles hores The 
Northerners had entrenched about 
7 to 10 li from the city, and the 
Southerners were altackine the 
trenches. All throusrh: | Monday 
afternoon, through Monday night, 
all day Tuesday, "und through 
Tuesday night. a heavy fire was 
kept up: a rapid cracking: of rifle, 
punetuated with the booming of 
heavier guns, On Wednesday, the 
Gth inst. a slow, desultory fire 
could still be heard. The 
Southerners seem. for the time 
‘being to hive, given up their 
attack, probably on account of 


shortness of munitions, Thay 
have a very long land haal, 
whereas the Northerners — get 


theirs from the railway by boat, 
and khavedaslarge store close at 
hands. But. Jatelvan ; Wednesday, 
afternoon: the firing’ broke out 
more lively than ever, and by ten 
o'clock at night ‘it sounded very 
close, a8 if just inside or outside 
the city wall. The defenders were 


defeated, and driven’ from thely [ 


entrenchments. On, Thusday 
morning the Nationalists marched 
into the city, many thousands 
strong, with much firing iof rifles. 
Many of the Northerners escaped, 
but hundreds were captured. 

The Nationalists occupied the
